Phloem-Feeding  Insects." 

12.  Embassy  understands  that  no  assistance  is  necessary. 

13.  Visitors  are  reminded  that  bearers  of  diplomatic  and 
official  passports  coming  to  Spain  on  official  business  need 
to  obtain  a Spanish  visa  prior  to  arrival  to  Spain. 

14.  THREAT  ASSESSMENT:

Visitors  can  protect  themselves  against  crime  by 
being  street-smart,  alert  and  aware  of  their  surroundings.
